Economic blasts from, the big¬ 
gest agricultural guns in the state 
and county started firing at Or¬ 
ange county’s farm problems 
today. 

An unprecedented two-day con¬ 
ference opened today in the Farm 
bureau hall, with the keenest and 
best-informed minds in the state 
all set to tackle local agricultural 
problems. It is the first confer¬ 
ence of its kind ever held in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

As a result of the two-day con¬ 
ference a long-distance program 
is expected to be drawn up to out¬ 
line a definite economic battle 
against farm problems of every 
kind. The meeting was arranged 
by Farnr Advisor Harold E. 
Wahlberg. Scene of the sessions 
will shift to the Green Cat cafe 
tonight. 

Attack Problems 

Four important committee con¬ 
ferences are scheduled for tomor¬ 
row, one on marketing credits, 
headed by J. W. Crill, Garden 
Grove farm leader; the second on 
farm management, organization 
and iabor, led by C. V. Newman, 
Tustin, president of the state Cal- 
avo Growers: the third on water 
and irrigation, headed by Flalph 
McFadden, Placentia, Sta,te Farm 
bureau director, and the fourth on 
soils and crop adaptability, headed 
by S. W. McCulloch, Fullerton. 

Preliminary arrangements for 
the big conference were made at 
this morning's session. Orange 
county agricultural leaders, repre¬ 
senting marketing associations, 
water boards.

Open Hearings March 9 
On Roosevelt's Plan 
Of Reorganization 


WA.SHINGTON. (A>i-The .sen¬ 
ate judiciary committee voted to¬ 
day to report out the Sumneics’ 
bill providing for the voluntary 
retirement of supreme court jus¬ 
tices on full pay at the age of 70, 

At the .same time the commit¬ 
tee fi.xed March 0 for the start of 
hearings on I’resident Roo.sevelt's 
broarier court reorganization pro¬ 
gram. 

Shortly before the committee's 
artion was announced, i’rcsidcnt 
Roosevelt conferrofi at the White 
House with 11 farm leaders and 
Secictary Wallace in an effort to 
win their support for his court 
proposals. 

Discusses Farm la-gislatioii 

In the group was Kdwanl A. 
O'Neal of Chicago, president of the 
American Farm Bureau federa¬ 
tion, He and the others di.scus.scd 
farm Icgisiation with Wallace and 
were expected to take up the same 
subject with .Mr. Roosevelt in nd- 
dilion to the courts. 

The retirement bill —already ap¬ 
proved by the hou.se was report¬ 
ed out of the committee without 
change after .several amendments 
had been rejected by the over¬ 
whelming Democratic majority. 

Committee members said the 
vote was 11 or 12 to 5. There was 
a disagreement over the exact 
total.

Mounting at the rate of 80 cases 
per month, old age pension allow¬ 
ances will cost Orange county 
$203,314 in the 1937-39 biennium, 
according to a survey issued today 
by the state department of social 
welfare. 

Local figures indicated the coats 
will continue to rise until aged 
pensioii payments here reach 
$775,052 per year, and the county 
pays $193,763 per year for the 
care of its aged. 

Both figures arc based on the 
assumption that there will be no 
change in the state-federal-county 
system of old age pen.sions, which 
start at age 65 and allow a max¬ 
imum of $35 per month. 

Propose Changes 

But state a.s.semblymen and .sen¬ 
ators have other ideas. A num¬ 
ber of bills introduced at the first 
.session proposed dropping the 
eligible age to 60, increasing the 
maximum payment to $50 per 
month, and eliminating certain de¬ 
ductions, such as free rent. 

If both the age and amount of 
payments are changed, coat to this 
county will be not the anticipated 
$203,314 for the next two years, 
but $723,811, the state department 
estimated. 

Payments increased to $50 with¬ 
out change in the age would raise 
the cost to $374,294. Lowering the 
age limit to 60 would make the 
cost $435,366. 

May Cost 5Iore 

Local costs may be even great¬ 
er than the state estimate. Jack 
Snow, county welfare director, 
told The Journal today. The es¬ 
timates, he said, appear to be ob¬ 
tained by striking a percentage of 
the estimate for the entire state. 

Orange county has a lower per¬ 
centage of its eligible aged diav’- 
ing pensions than have most other 
counties, he said, and it should 
loom larger when certifications 
catch up with applications. 

It is believed, he said, that 25 
per cent of those of eligible age in 
the state will draw pensions. Or¬ 
ange county therefore can count 
on slightly more than 2000 aged 
pensioners. 

If they draw the present aver¬ 
age payment, $30.39, payments 
will total $64..587 per month, with 
the county and state each paying 
approximately 25 per cent and the 
federal government paying ap¬ 
proximately half. 

Over y(K( Eligible 

Last month. Snow reported, 753 
persons in Orange county were 
paid $22,887.20 in old age relief, 
an average of $30.39 each. Of 
this the state paid $6,189 .50, the 
federal government paid $10,738.69 
and the county paid $5,959.01. 

By the end of the month, 806 
were eligible to receive checks in 
February, and by Feb. 16, there 
were 910 certified. 

Applications are pouring in at 
the rate of about 25 per week. 
Snow said. These must be checked 
to verify age, resi(ience and citi- 
zen.ship requirements, the amount 
of property owned, and other fac¬ 
tors.

Definite eau.se of his death was 
not <letermined today, but it was 
believed due to heart trouble re¬ 
sulting from influenza, from which 
he hacl been recuperating. 

I'lnieral arrangement.s, which 
probably will include a military 
.service, had not been completed 
this afternoon. Brown and Wag¬ 
ner funeral home is in charge. 

Mr. Rowe was 64 years (jf age 
at his death, and had been a resi¬ 
lient of .Santa Ana since 1919. He 
formerly lived in Riverside. He 
leaves his widow, Mrs. Gertrude 
Howe. 

He left a brilliant military rec¬ 
ord. having enlisted in Company 
A of the Seventh California Vol¬ 
unteers, Los Angeles, at the outset 
of the Spanish-American war. He 
served under Captain Robert Wan- 
kowski, who later became briga¬ 
dier general of the California Na¬ 
tional Guard. 

Mr. Rowe was one of the first 
members of Calumpit camp No. 
26, United Sjianish War Veterans, 
and was a past commander of the 
camp. He .served one year as de¬ 
partment patriotic instructor, and 
several times was a district in¬ 
spector. 

For many years he was manager 
of the drum corps.

Two were arrested yesterday 
and lodged in the county jail, \ 
charged with assault with intent' 
to commit great bodily harm, and 
robbery. A third was being 
sought. 

The two in custody are Ralph 
Conchola, 19, and Manuel Segura, 

20 . 

Fields said the three argued for 
several minutes over whether they 
would kill him and bury him so as 
to escape detection. Conchola, he 
said, persuaded them to reiease 
him. His story was corroborated 
by Conchola in the jail today. 

5Iet In Cafe 

Fields was terribly bivised and 
cut about the face and head, where 
his abductors had beaten him with 
their fists and a sharp instrument, 
probably a knife, Sheriff Logan 
Jackson said. 

He told officers that he met the 
three youths in Lockwood's cafe, 

Costa Mesa, and as he was leaving 
at about 2 o’clock, one of them 
asked him to give his car a shove, 
as it was stalled. 

Then they persuaded him to 
drive them to Santa Ana. Forcing 
him to stop on Harbor boulevard 
at the Santa Ana river bridge, 
they turned on him, one of them 
slugging him almost into insensi¬ 
bility, he reported. 

Neighbor Calls Aid 

The two Mexicans were arrested 
within a few hours after the as¬ 
sault, by Chief Criminal Deputy 
Sheriff Merle Dean and Deputy 
Sheriff R. G. McKelvey. 

Fields, who owns some Orange 
county property, was visiting at 
his Costa Mesa home, 488 Newport 
road.

The smoking orchard heater 
which belches forth soot to the 
dismay of industry, merchants, 
housewives and property owners, 
has been definitely discarded in 
other sections; but so far Orange 
county has never actively partici¬ 
pated in discussions of the prob¬ 
lem. 

At an annual meeting of the Po¬ 
mona Valley Realty board, the ses¬ 
sion ended with merchant, house¬ 
wife, banker, lawyer, scientist and 
even citrus growers condemning 
the obsolete, smoky, sooty orchard 
heater in no uncertain terms. 

Too iMuch Soot 

Supervisor Legg of Los Angeles 
fired the opening gun against the 
so-called smudge menace. He said 
the Los Angeles supervisors plan 
to amend a smudge ordinance to 
prohibit pots belching more than 
one gram of soot per pound. Even 
at this rate, he said, the 4,000,000 
orchard heaters would fill the at¬ 
mosphere with 2,000,000 pounds of 
soot. “And that’s too much soot,” 
he said. 

According to Legg. San Ber¬ 
nardino county already has voted 
the one-gram limit as an amend¬ 
ment to its ordinance; Riverside 
has tabled the i.ssue until action by 
the city councils of Riverside and 
Corona, while Orange county has 
never actively participated in dis¬ 
cussions of the })roblcm. 

Smoke Useless 

Dr. R. M. Langer of the Califor¬ 
nia Institute of Technology at¬ 
tacked the theory that the smoke 
pall re.sulting from orchard heating 
is an aid to frost protection. 
Smoke, he said, blots out the rays 
of the sun, and growers only in¬ 
crease the problem for succeeding 
nights. 

i*rof. Warren R. Schoonover of 
the University of California 
blamed outmoded types of heaters 
for the smoke pall over Southern 
California, saying the nuisance 
came from a small percentage of 
acreage. Half a million obsolete 
pots should b(‘ discardeil, he said, 
while 1.000.000 should and can be 
modcrniZfMl.

Maintenance of the park site, 
located at the Southeast corner of 
Euclid and Stanford avenues, is 
the main objective of the election, 
the site now being owned by the 
water district which cannot levy 
taxes for its upkeep but in the 
event a park district is formed 
the property of approximately four 
acres will be turned over to it and 
a smal tax levied for upkeep, spon¬ 
sors of the proposal state. 

With a park in view, the site

Now come.s forth a scientist 
from Caltech with the .statement 
that .smoky orchard heaters in the 
recent freeze actually prolonged 
and intensified the cold spell. \Ve 
state the source of our informa¬ 
tion promptly that there may be 
no misunderstanding, for we have 
too soon emerged from the "black 
belt" to court a darkened optic at 
tins early writing, Jlowever one 
may di. ‘••r from the loarneil phy- 
•sicist u^ion the qui-stion of arti¬ 
ficial orchard healing, we must 
give him credit for courage! 

This Dr. R. M. Danger has been 
conducting fundamental research 
work concerning basic laws of heat 
over a period of many weeks and 
he makes bold to say that smudge 
pots in many instances probably 
destroyed the very fruit they were 
calculated to save. And he goes 
on to e.xplain his assertion by 
pointing out that smoke belched 
skywanl from tho.se smudge pots 
absorbs large amounts of sunlight, 
preventing the sun’s warm rays 
from reaching the earth during 
the day. The result is tail accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Danger of Caltech, re¬ 
member! i that the orchards go 
into each succeeding night collier 
than the night before. This means 
more smudge pots to produce more 
smoke which simply keeps the cold 
in and prolongs the di.saster. 

On a given night heaters may 
have apparently rai.sed the tem¬ 
perature to a point where the 
eitius crop w’as .saved but the 
heavy pall of smudge following un¬ 
did the good work of the heaters 
by preventing the natuial surface 
rise in temperature during the fol¬ 
lowing day. robbing the earth of 
its heat-giving sunlight, so that 
over a protracted peri oil the 
groves bei’ame colder and it was 
more and more difficult to raise 
t.ie temperature above the dan- 
gt‘r point. The snioke cloud tends 
to hold the bank of cold air in 
the citrus area of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia between the mountains and 
the .sea day and night, lowering 
daytime temperatures as much as 
20 degrees below what would be 
registered if the sun’s rays were 
not obstructed. 

On this point it is pointed out 
that the sun. if unobstiuctod. gives 
one and a half horsepower of heat 
energy per minute on every square 
yard of earth. And the professor 
closes his offensive with this bold 
thrust to the effect that if the 
public declined to pay growers not 
to use smoky smudge pots, it 
would pay other growers to do .so 
to save their own crop! 

The profes.sor may have some¬ 
thing there. Why not a smudge- 
raising racket, with pay for not 
raising it? It may have possi¬ 
bilities equal to the late lamented 
not-raising hogs program! 


structed at Filirea F'lats on the 
Santa Ana river.

Hut the Filiiea dam w’ould be a 
relatively small affair. It has 
been discus.sed as having a desig¬ 
nated capacity of 6000 acre feet. 
This figure might be wrong, but 
conceding it would be four times 
this it would not be effective in 
siojiping a major flood. 

Orange county needs its rightful 
share of that water, and it does 
not get it from the full basins of 
San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties. It is true, as Mr. Cuttle 
jioints out, that letuin irrigation 
benefits (Jiange county. It i.s also 
true that return irrigation water 
is not as good as the original 
supply. Such w' a t e r contains 
boron Ingredients not good for 
agriculture, but water is becoming 
.so scarce Orange county must be 
grateful for even that. 

The only plan under which we 
can be assured of our just portion 
of the Santa Ana river water calls 
for the erection of a dam at Prado. 
Such dam wouUl not merely <‘on- 
serve water; it would give flood 
protection that would really pro¬ 
tect. Water that comes from this 
1 e.'^iTV’oir will be clear and good 
for spreading, just as Mr. ('uttle 
wants it to be. but it would he 
available for use in Orange county 
sinking grounds. 

T-,et us not be diverted from this 
Orange county project. It we 
look away for a brief instant we 
might easily get a couple of husky 
blcAvs in the eyes that would stop 
us from looking. Filirea Flats 
should not be shunned as a proj¬ 
ect. but Orange county does not 
need it. Our needs are at our 
own doorstep.

EUROPE EYES 
ARMS DRIVE 
IN BRITAIN 


PITTSBURGH John A. 

Brophy, executive director of John 
U. Lewis’ Committee for Industrial 
Oi’ganization, has disciosed plans 
for an intensive union drive in the 
nation’s oil fields in the spring. 

Brophy said the Oil Field, Ga.<! 
Well and Refinery Workers Inter¬ 
national Union, a C. I. O. affiliate, 
has had ".such a program under 
consideration for .some time.” 

He referred to the union’s "suc¬ 
cess” in the Detroit automobile 
strike as a po.ssible rea.son for 
launching the union campaign in 
the oil fields. 

H. C. Fremming, president of 
the oil worker’s union, confirmed 
reports of an intensive organiza¬ 
tion drive beginning about April 1. 

Ho said Lewis would lend per- 
•sonal aid in a campaign for ap¬ 
proximately 1,000,000 member-s. 
The drive, Fremming said, would 
include the first intensive effort to 
organize filling station attendants. 
He estimated the pre.sent mem¬ 
bership of his organization be¬ 
tween 215,000 and 218,000, all in 
the production and pipe line 
branches of the oil industry. 


DETROIT. Walter L. Fry, 
president of Fry Products, Inc., 
who became the nation’s No. 1 
boss sitdowner in retaliation for a 
strike of his employes, said today 
he was getting some long needed 
rest. 

Joining Fry in his vigil were R. 
L. Williams, secretary-treasurer of 
the company, and C. S. Atterholt, 
general manager. They occupied 
the offices, while 188 employes 
who went on strike Friday con¬ 
tinued to occupy the plant. 

“We feel that this is a .serious 
matter,” said Fry. "We have done 
everything we can to get business, 
which means more work for our 
employes, but when they don’t 
want to work, there is no reason 
why we should.” 

The company makes automobile 
seat covers. 

When Fry handed out paychecks 
to the employes Saturday, some 
of them asked him if they would 
be the last checks. 

He said he told them: ‘"rhat de¬ 
pends on you. ’There is work to 
be done here if you want to do it.” 

Fry has occupied himself with 
his principal hobby, photography. 

“1 haven’t had much time lately 
to mess around with photogra¬ 
phy,” he explained, “but while Tm 
here, I might just as well get some 
pictures of a sit-down strike. I’ve 
never made any of those before.” 


Colossal Program Causes 
Nations to Talk 
About Peace 


By DEWITT IMacKENZIE 

NEW YORK. t/P) —Britain’s co¬ 
lossal armaments program is hav¬ 
ing the effect w'hich undoubtedly 
was one of the main objects 
sought—the delivery of a blow .so 
staggering it w’ould compel other 
nations to pause and reconsider 
possible threats to peace. 

No one has expressed doubt that 
England is fully prepared to carry 
out her $7,500,000,000 rearmament 
scheme, if necessary. 

There are indications, however, 
she hopes she won’t have to go the 
limit. 

Strong Ann Tactics 

Having exhausted diplomacy in 
efforts to remove war dangers, 
Britain finally has resorted to the 
strong arm tactics which some 
powerful dictators have found ef¬ 
fective. and has out-dictated them. 
Her defensive program is so huge 
that probably no other nation in 
the world can begin to compete 
with it. excepting the United 
States. Any other country that 
tries it would face bankruptcy. 

Neville Chamberlain, chancellor 
of the exchequer, in di.scussing the 
program in the house of commons, 
gave an indication of which way 
the wind blows when he said: 

“If circumstances should change 
and allow us to slow down or re¬ 
duce our program, all the better; 
we shall be thankful enough to do 
it.” 

Then, just to make sure every¬ 
body understood England meant 
business, he added cooly: 

“On the other hand, as condi¬ 
tions have changed to our disad¬ 
vantage since we first contem¬ 
plated this program, they may 
change again and it may be that 
in the end we shall find that even 
1,500.000,000 pounds (about $7,- 
500,000.000) has not represented 
the total amount this country has 
been compelled to spend,” 

On the heels of this, the next 
night Premier Stanley Baldwin in¬ 
formed commons that the Briti.sh 
government in the immediate fu¬ 
ture would make a move towards 
the pacification of Europe, by try¬ 
ing to achieve a pact among the 
nations of western Europe for mu¬ 
tual assistance against aggression. 

Hitler's Speech 

Commons had its initial vote on 
the rearmament program and ap¬ 
proved it by the big majority of 
329 to 145. 

The day the proposal was sub¬ 
mitted to parliament, Reichfueh- 
rer Adolf Hitler made a striking 
peace speech over in Berchtes- 
gaden before war veterans of 14 
countries. The Nazi leader, whom 
British statesmen have charged 
with being mainly responsible for 
the necessity for rearmament, had 
this to offer: 

"Above all we must realize that 
a new war would be a catastrophe 
for all nations. . . . The gigantic 
efforts the German people are now 
making are po.ssible only with ab- 
.solute peace in the homeland. , . . 
The front line fighters know that 
war was a great, but al.so a hor¬ 
rible, experience. All of us fight¬ 
ing men therefore have only one 
wish, that never again must any¬ 
thing like it happen,” 

The Spanish revolution with its 
international ramifications has been 
one of the deterrent factors in ef¬ 
forts to pacify Europe, and may 
continue to act as a barrier.

Move Begun In Washington 
To Alter Marriage Laws 


Special Terms on 
Gas Water Heaters 


SEATTLE. (/PI—Laws to abol¬ 
ish Washington’s “mail order” 
marriage licen.se system were 
urged today by King county offi¬ 
cials as the aftermath of a series 
of child marriages in Seattle. 

County Auditor Earl Millikin 
disclosed hundreds of licenses are 
issued each year without the pros¬ 
pective bride and groom being 
compelled to appear. The law re¬ 
quires is.suance of the licenses if 
applications are notarized. 

Prosecutor B. Gray Warner said 
the “mail order” sy.stem not only 
permits child marriages, but en¬ 
ables bigamists to be married sev¬ 
eral times. 

He said white slave traders use 
the system to wed as many as 
eight or 10 girls, whom they then 
lure into their trade. 


He advocated a law requiring 
couples to wait three days between 
filing intentions to wed and grant¬ 
ing of licenses, and compelling 
them to use marriage licenses in 
the county in which they are is¬ 
sued. 

Attention was drawn to the sys¬ 
tem by the recent marriages here 
of two 14-year-old girls, both of 
whom were married without mak¬ 
ing appearances. Wa.shington laws 
forbid marriages of any giri under 
15 years of age, but after such a 
marriage is consummated it can¬ 
not be broken. 

One of the girls married a 38- 
year-old negro, and bills have been 
introduced in the state legisiature 
to make inter-racial marriages ille¬ 
gal. 


WASHINGTON. (iPl—The ma.ss 
of woik confronting congress and 
prospects of as much more to 
come caused administration lead¬ 
ers today to seek a faster pace, 
lest the session drag into the 
autumn. 

The senate and house proper 
took it easy, limiting their se.ssions 
to the traditional reading of 
George Washington’s farewell ad¬ 
dress.

A slum-clearance, low-cost hous¬ 
ing program. 

Another relief-deficiency appro¬ 
priation. 

A national power policy, 

I’o.ssibily a ta.x on foreign in¬ 
vestments in this country, 

Some form of unemployment 
een.sus. 

Ratification of the St. Lawrence 
waterway treaty.

HOT ^>/o«8 to Urange 
County Regions From 
State Collections 


Unincorporated areas of Oranp^e 
county will be richer in a few days 
by $7688.19, representing 50 per 
cent of collections on alcoholic 
beverages licenses in 1936. 

This county, examination of 
state hoard of equalization figures 
revealed, boasts the lowest num¬ 
ber of liquor licenses per capita in 
the entire state. 

In nearby Riverside county, for 
Instance, revenue in unincorporat¬ 
ed areas from liquor licenses was 
$10,093.28, in Han Bernarciino 
county it was $29,493.82, anil in 
Han Diego county it was 10,- 
069.37. 

For iinicorporated areas of the 
slate as a whole, collections 
totalled $1,596,732, of which $585,- 
r.39 will be returned to the various 
counties. 

It was stated the county gov- 
cricments may expect to receive 
their allocations, subject to minor 
niijustments, early in March. The 
beverage control act also provides 
that 50 per cent of the earnings 
fiom license fees shall be returned 
to the communities from which 
such fees originaled, 

In cities of 20,000 population or 
over, the collections amounted to 
$3,193,464 for last year, Of this 
amount, $1,596,732 will he returned 
to local city governments. 


Scholarship awards of $100 to 
Mi.ss Lucile Wolfe of Santa Ana 
and $150 to Miss Florence DIerker 
of Orange were announced today 
by Dr. Charles K. Edmunds, presi¬ 
dent of Pomona college. 

Miss Wolfe lives at 514 Chest- 
i.ut street, Santa Ana. Miss Dier- 
ker, a senior at the college, lives 
at 310 West Palmyra, Orange. 

Other honors were given three 
Santa Ana students at the an¬ 
nual Parents day, when they 
signed the great college register 
in connection with matriculation 
exerci.ses. They are Thomas Mat- 
sen, Geraldine Gilbert and Robert 
Pankey. 


Out west of Anaheim the coun¬ 
ty of Orange has sunk six wells, 
and water from the recent heavy 
rainstorms is pouring down them 
into the underground basin at an 
estimated rate of 24 acre feet a 
day! 

One well alone, 350 feet deep, 
is sucking the impounded storm 
water in the big spreading grounds 
down into the underground basin 
at the rate of three second feet. 
The water is rushing down the 
weil so fast that it whirls at a 
mad pace. The well is drawing 
underground water every day to 
cover six acres of land one foot 
deep with water! 

The system is a pronounced suc¬ 
cess. There are no accurate fig¬ 
ures yet on how much water ran 
into the 50-acre spreading grounds 
from the West Anaheim storm 
drain after the last storm, but it 
was plenty! The recent heavy 
rains gave the county its first real 
chance to see how the wells in the 
spreading grounds would function. 

Water from the storm drain 
first pours into a deep five-acre 
pond at Crescent and Manchester 
boulevards, just west of Anaheim. 
The water there today still is six 
feet deep. In that pool most of 
the silt settles, and clearer water 
spills over into a drain that takes 
it about a mile further west into 
the main spreading grounds, com¬ 
posed of three big ponds, which 
have an acreage of about 45. 

Under the sandy land in the 
three spreading areas, from eight 
to nine feet deep, are laid tile 
drains, which shunt the water to 
the sinking wells. In addition to 
the estimated 24 acre feet of wa¬ 
ter which is being drawn under¬ 
ground by the wells, there is a 
considerable amount of natural ab¬ 
sorption in the sandy spreading 
land. 

A crew of men from the county 
flood control and road depart¬ 
ments is working on the county 
spreading grounds, checking the 
results of the more or less experi¬ 
mental work in water spreading, 
and strengthening the levees 
around the pools—just in case 
more water pours into them. 

Many farmers who had their 
valuable top soil washed away by 
the two recent floods have come 
to the spreading grounds to secure 
more top soil for their orchards. 
This serves two purposes. It 
gives the growers rich land for 
their orchards and helps deepen 
the pools.

"Sit down, Colonel Washington, 
your modesty equals your valor 
and that surpas.scs the power of 
any language I pos.sess.’’ 

Colonel Wa.shington .sat down. 
His face burning, his hands fidget¬ 
ing nervously, he remained seated, 
a picture of embarrassed modesty 
as the men in the House of Bur- 
gp.ss applauded him at the conclu¬ 
sion of the speaker’s prai.se. The 
Revolutionary war had ended its 
four devastating yeans and young 
America w.as ju.st beginning to 
recognize the man who was, by 
sheer bravery, .self .sacrifice, and 
courage laying the foundation for 
a great new nation, a nation that 
would mean freedom, happiness, 
and peace to a burdened people. 

George Washington was a mod- 
e.st man. Never in his familiar 
colorful life did he feel him-seif su¬ 
perior to his fellow man. On the 
battlefield he never gave an order 
that he would not willingly have 
carried out him.sclf. 

When the Continental congress 
asked him to take over the Revo¬ 
lutionary army as commander-in- 
chief, Wa.shington, though deeply 
honored, replied with the modest 
statement that "he lacked the 
capacity for .so great a task." 

The country’.s leading men knew 
this silent man, however. They 
knew that he would give every 
drop of his red blood for the peo¬ 
ple he loved. They knew, too, that 
beneath that covering of honest 
modesty lay a determination, a 
fighting spirit, and anability that 
only he possessed. 

Washington was the only man 
for such a momentous duty as was 
granted him, a fact for which 
America .should be proud—and 
thankful. Not only did thi.s great 
man, still doubtful of his own abil¬ 
ity, lead a crude, unorganized, 
heartsick army to a glorious vic¬ 
tory, but he took the bitter ruins 
of a great war, encouraged them 
with his gentle words and then 
moulded them into a young nation 
- a nation that, after 150 years, 
still feels the strong influence of 
her first President’s great life. 

Wa.shington is the noblest figure 
that ever stood in the forefront of 
a nation's life. He did a great 
many things in his lifetime, even 
to the setting up of a new na¬ 
tion, but George Wa.shington him¬ 
self, was infinitely greater than 
anything he did!

Movie Romances Last Like 
Snow on Hot Griddle 


Uncle Sam Looking 
For Blacksmith 


Bank of America's 28-page re¬ 
view of business conditions in the 
eight far-western states which is 
off the press today, shows that 
while there was a sca.sonal decline 
in the index of .January over De¬ 
cember, the January level was 
up 9.5 per cent over Jan. 1936. 
The inde.x today stands 50.3 per 
cent above the depression low in 
March, 1933. 

January retail .sales of 87 west¬ 
ern department stores increa.sod 
9 per cent over the same month 
of last year. In Ixis Angeles, 
eight department stores .showed a 
gain of 12 per cent, while report¬ 
ing stores in Southern California 
■showed a gain of 11 per cent in 
dollar volume of retail sales in 
January over the .same month of 
la.st year. 

January employment in Cali¬ 
fornia manufacturing industries 
gained 9.3 per cent over the first 
month of 1936; payroll increase 
was 18.5 per cent and earnings 
of employes were up 8.4 per cent. 

'I'hirty-lwo representative Cali¬ 
fornia cities reported building per¬ 
mits totalling $11,410,000 during 
the month of January, a gain of 
31.5 per cent over the same month 
of 1936. and 84.3 per cent gain 
over Jan. 1935. Outstanding gains 
of over 50 per cent in Jan. 1937, 
compared with Jan. 1936, were 
shown in the following Southern 
California cities: Alhambra, Glen¬ 
dale, Riverside, San Diego, Santa 
Barbara, Santa Monica and Ven¬ 
tura. 

The index of prices received by 
farmers for 24 of California’s 
products of the soil registered 123 
per cent of the July 1910-15 aver¬ 
age. Thi.s is a gain of 21.8 per 
cent over Jan. 1936. The index of 
farm prices today stands 98.4 per 
cent greater than the all-time low 
in April, 1933.

For the survey, 100 romances 
involving motion picture folks 
which were recorded in the press, 
were selected and the mortality 
rate was terrific. 

Again, there was no rigid way 
of checking on the authenticity of 
the alliances -• not in Hollywooil 
where the sight of boy and girl 
breaking bread together in a cafe 
booth is so often regarded as a 
parley over the list of wedding 
guests and a casual salutation is 
a proposal.

Senator Harry Westover made 
his final broadcast over KVOE to¬ 
day before returning to the second 
session of the state legislature at 
Sacramento. Senator Westover’s 
talk dealt largely with financial 
problems, Including the sales tax 
and the increased burden expected 
if the old-age security act is liber¬ 
alized. His talk in part follows: 

“For the past four weeks I have 
been discussing over this station, 
for the public forum and the adult 
evening high school, matters per¬ 
taining to the state legislature. As 
the legislature reconvenes next 
Monday and it will be necessary 
for me to be in Sacramento, this Is 
my last broadcast, at this time. 

Other Talks 

“Although this will be my last 
radio broadcast, it will not be my 
last appearance in Orange county 
before returning to Sacramento. 
Commencing tonight I will appear 
on the federal public forum and 
lead a discu.ssion upon the question 
whether the legislature should be 
abolished. Tonight I will be at Pla¬ 
centia; tomorrow night at Ana¬ 
heim; Wednesday night at San 
Juan Capistrano and Thur.sday 
night at Garden Grove. In addition 
[ will lead a fotum at the Fuller¬ 
ton .Iiinior college at 11 a. m, 
Thursday and at the Santa Ana 
Junior college at 2:30 p. m. Friday. 
At these forums I will discuss the 
question whether or not the legis¬ 
lature should be abolishetl. and 
other matters of importance con¬ 
cerning the legislature. 

“There are many unsolved prob¬ 
lems confronting the state at the 
present time, and it may be that 
the present legislature may work 
out or help to work out an equit¬ 
able solution. The Huntington 
Beath oil pool matter is far from 
.solved: the sardine fish conserva¬ 
tion measure is still a highly con¬ 
troversial matter: the olii-age se¬ 
curity act Is to be rewritten, and 
then there is always with the leg¬ 
islature the vexing question of fi¬ 
nance. 

Priiblem of Many 

“The state in two years spends a 
groat deal of money. The state has 
only one way of raising money-- 
that is by taxation. 

“The budget for the 1937-39 bi¬ 
ennium, as pre.spnted to the legis¬ 
lature by Governor -Mcrriam. rails 
for an e.xpenditurc of .$446,466,.097, 
exclusive of federal allocations to 
the state. This rcprc.sent.s an in- 
ciea.se of .$27.0.59,632 over the ex¬ 
penditures for the oiinent blen-

"At fir.st glance the increa.se 
appears to be very large, but an¬ 
alysis shows it to be comprised 
mostly of fixed charges, which are 
manditory under the constitution 
of the state. 

“There are certain expenditures 
over which the legislature has no 
control. These expenditures are 
fixed by the constitution. 

"The governor announced when 
he gave his budget to the legis¬ 
lature that there was no need of 
any additional taxes, provided the 
tax program of the state was not 
modified in any way. 

“Undoubtedly t h e governor's 
budget will tie changed by the 
legi.slature. But if no radical 
change is ma.ie, California is on 
its way out of the red, and will be 
free of debt by 1939. 

Sales Tax Repeal 

“One of the most popular taxes, 
and one which brings in a large 
revenue, is the .sales tax. There 
are those, however, who feel that 
the tax should be repealed; there 
are those in the legislature who 
believe the latcs .should be reduced, 
anfi then thei’e is a large group 
of legi.slators who feel that no 
change .should be made in the tax. 

“A bill has been introduced in 
the legi.slature providing for a 1 
per cent gross tran.saction tax. 
Such a tax would probably bring 
into the state treasury sufficient 
money to run the state of Califor¬ 
nia, but the bill has strong oppo¬ 
sition. especially among the real 
estate operators. Bills have been 
introduced in the legislature not 
only reducing the amount of the 
.sales tax but al.so exempting more 
and more commodities. If by any 
change the sales tax is repealed, 
then the legislature would have a 
big job trying to find another tax 
which would bring into the state 
treasury the money lost by the re¬ 
peal of the .sales tax. Under such 
conditions a gross transaction tax 
might be the .solution. 

Contest Expected 

“Then there is another gtoiip of 
legislators who feel the state 
.should have a higher inheritance, 
franchise and income taxes. 

"There will be in the 1937 legis¬ 
lature, a contest between two 
groups of legislators. One group 
will be in favor of retaining the 
j.iescnt tax structure and the oth¬ 
er group will be in favor of a 
change. 

"There is at least one major 
activity of the state in which there 
is going to be a great deal more 
expcniicd during the next two

Two years of operation 
has disclosed many places where 
it may be Improved. It is prob¬ 
able that the entire old age as- 
j siEtance act will be changed and 
it will be liberalized in many re¬ 
spects. 

“Bills have been introduced to 
reduce the age limit from 65 to 
60; to raise the monthly income 
from $35 to $50; to do away with 
child support and liens on prop¬ 
erly. In fact nearly every section 
of the 1935 act has been revised 
and revamped by bills presented 
to the legi.slature. 

"Only one piece of old age se¬ 
curity legislation was adopted 
during the January session of the 
legislature. Under the 1935 act, 
where applicants had property, 
lien.s were placed on the property 
to protect the county and state for 
the money advanced to such ap¬ 
plicants. Under an emergency act 
passed by the legislature during 
the January session, liens placed 
upon property of the aged, may 
bo released by the board of su¬ 
pervisors, with or without consid¬ 
eration. There has been much 
complaint from those who have 
only a small piece of property and 
I who in order to gain assistance, 

I had to place liens upon it. They 
I feel that such an act is unjust. 
The matter has now been placed 
in the laps of the board of .super¬ 
visors of the various counties. 

1 New Revenue Source 

“Such an expansion policy will 
mean that the state will have to 
have a greater income during the 
next two years than during the 
past two years, and in order to. 
meet the situation on the legisla¬ 
ture may look around for a source 
of new revenue. 

"Many have suggested that the 
state take its revenue from the 
Huntington Beach oil field and use 
that to defray at least in part, the 
cost of aid to the aged needy. If 
and when the state is able to work 
out a reasonable solution of the 
Huntington Beach oil controversy, 
the state will receive a large reve¬ 
nue. However, there are so many 
conflicting points of view, and so 
many controversial questions 
which will eventually lead to the 
courts, that we can not expect a 
settlement of the Huntington 
Beach oil question for some years 
to come, and it seems that it i.s 
rather hopeless to believe that the 
matter can be worked out at the 
present session of the legislature. 

“Indeed the legislature has a 
large job ahead of it. There are 
many members of the legislature 
who are hard, conscientious work¬ 
ers, and I am sure that they will 
give of their utmost to work out 
and solve many of the vexing 
problems which confront the state 
today. 

“These problems and their pro¬ 
posed solution will be discussed by 
me from week to week in the col¬ 
umns of our Orange county news¬ 
papers. I expect to continue to 
write my weekly Senagrams and 
will to the best of my ability, con¬ 
tinue to give an unbiased point of 
view of these many problems.”

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Washington Spoke From Experience 

M uch that was said by George Washington, whose 
birth we honor today, is applicable to modern times. 
For instance, the following quotation from his farewell 
address: 

It is important, likewise, that the habits of thinking in a free 
country should inspire caution in those intrusted with its ad¬ 
ministration, to confine themselves within their respective con¬ 
stitutional spheres; avoiding in the exercise of the power of one 
department to encroach upon another. 

The spirit of encroachment tends to consolidate the powers 
of all departments in one, and thus to create, whatever the form 
of government, a real despotism. A just estimate of that love of 
power and pronene.ss to abu.se it, which predominates in the 
human heart, is sufficient to satisfy us of the truth of this position. 

The necessity of reciprocal checks in the exercise of political 
power, by dividing and distributing it into different depositories, 
and constituting each the Guardian of the Public W'eal against 
invasions by the others, has been evinced by e.xperiments ancient 
and modei'n; some of them in our country and under our own eyes. 

To preserve them must be as necessary as to institute them. 

If in the opinion of the people, the distribution or modifica¬ 
tion of the constitutional powers be in any particular wrong, let 
it be corrected by an amendment in the way which the constitu¬ 
tion designates. 

But let there be no change by usurpation; for though this, 
in one instance, may be the instrument of good, it is the custo¬ 
mary weapon by which free governments are destroyed. The 
precedent must always overbalance in permanent evil any par¬ 
tial or transient benefit which the use can at the time yield. 

Note how clearly Washington pointed out the danger 
of a plan like President Roosevelt’s for packing the su¬ 
preme court.
